TOLL OF 370 DEAD 

ORBADLY INIURED 
IN TWO BiG RAIDS 
UN ENGLISH PORT 


Thousands Made Homeless 
by Attacks on Successive 
Nights—Parts of South 
Coast City Left in Ruins. 


LONDON, Dec. 2 (AP).—South- 
ampton’s casualties in two nights of 
heavy German air raids numbered 
370, including dead and seriously 
injured, the Government announced 
tonight. 

“During recent air attacks on 
Southampton, casualties were not 
large, taking into account the scale 
of operations,” a communique said. 
“For the two raids, Saturday and 
Sunday, there are known to be 
about 370, which includes both 
killed and seriously injured.” 

The south coast port, 80 miles 


southwest of London, was the prin- 
cipal target of raiders last night 
for the second successive night. 

A communal underground shel- 
ter received a direct hit from a 
heavy bomb and rescue crews were 
still extricating bodies today. Emer- 
gency measures were necessary to 
deal with traffic problems caused 
by the bombings. 

Fires started by the Nazi raiders 
were all under control by daybreak, 
the Government said. 


New Night Attacks. 


Raiders were reported again to- 
night over a southwest town re- 
cently attacked several times and 
there was fear another intensive at- 
tack might be, developing as bombs 
began falling in various parts of 
the area. (This might mean South- 
ampton, Bristol or Plymouth, ill 
southwest English ports which have 
been heavily raided recently.) 

Nazi planes also were over a 
south coast town, wheer they ran 
into a heavy anti-aircraft barrage, 
and over other towns in East An- 
glia and Southern Wales. Liver- 
pool also was reported under air 
attack. 


Day Without Bombs. 


Air activity over England during 
daylight today was light, a British 
communique said, asserting there

Formations of German fighters 
and fighter bombers crossed the 
east coast, but were met by R. A. 
F, fighters over Kent. Two of the 
raiders were shot down, while the 
British suffered no losses, the com- 
munique said. 


Many Homes Demolished. 


About 200 planes took part in 
the raid on Southampton last night, 
which, however, was not so severe 
as the pounding the port took Sat- 
urday night. ; 

“Thousands were homeless as a 
result of the raid. A procession of 
German bombers flew over . the 
town and “continued their mission 
of frightfulness until early morn- 
ing,” the British Press Association 
said. It reported. that the “dam- 
age was considerable” and “areas 
of the town are in ruins.”

“NEW YORK, Dec. 2 (AP).—Sub- 
marines and planes made a wide- 
spread attack on a British convoy 
about 400 miles west of Ireland 
last night and early today. Appar- 
ently 10 vessels wete attacked. 

Repeated distress signals picked 
up here by Mackay Radio indicated 
the raiders were running down 
their prey in an eastward zig-zag 
chase which lasted for more than 
five hours. 

Full details were lacking, but ra- 
dio listeners heard distress calls 
from five vessels early today in ad- 
dition to five others previously re- 
ported, all from the same general 
vicinity. 


250-Mile Course. 

The chase was indicated as cov- 
ering a course of about 250 miles, 
which led to the belief in marine 
circles that the attacking vessels 
included.the auxiliary cruiser which 
Berlin announced yesterday already 


had sunk 79,000 tons of British 
shipping. 

Several of the stricken vessels 
reported submarine attacks and 
others said they were being bombed 
by aircraft. There was no indica- 
tion of the number of raiders. 

Marine cireles said submarines 
cannot cover 250 miles in five hours 
—the indicated length of the attack 
—and concluded the raiders were 
numerous, 

The calls for help did not tell 
whether the convoy was bound to 
or from England. There were some 
indications, from the positions given 
by the ships, that they had put 
about in an attempt to reach the 
Irish coast after the raiders ap- 
peared. 


British Ship First to Report. 


The positions given by the ves- 
sels covered a rough rectangle about 
240 nautical miles long and 120 
miles wide, running eastward from 
the position of the first attack. 

The first news of the general at- 
tack was picked up from the S. S. 
Lady Glanely, 5497-ton British 
steamer, about 3:15 a. m. It was 
among at least three British ves- 
sels which previously had been re- 
ported in trouble. 

One Yugoslav ship, the 1973-ton 
Cetvrti, reported it was attacked by 
aircraft. 

The 12,247-ton Victor Ross, owned 
by the British Mexican Petroleum 
Co., radioed that a submarine had 
torpedoed it. The 4958-ton British 
steamer Loch Ranza reported it was 
torpedoed.and was sinking about 
400 iailes west of Northern Ireland. 
It had the shipwrecked crew of 
another vessel aboard. 

The 276-ton British trawler Kil- 
gerran Castle radioed it was being 
bombed by aircraft 25 miles south- 
west of Kinsalehead, Ireland. 

An unidentified vessel, possibly 
one which previously reported it- 
self in distress, signaled it was in 
trouble about 450 miles west of 
the north Irish coast.

German strength in Rumania pre- 
viously has been estimated as high 
as 500,000.

Fresh Fascist Forces Driven 
Back, New Gains All 
Along the Front Are Re- 
ported — Heaviest Fight- 
ing Around Argyrocastro. 


ATHENS, Dec. 2 (AP).—Capture - 
of 5000 Italians, the largest Mass 
of prisoners yet taken by the Greek 
army, was announced today from 
the northern front. 

Their surrender, siesatétea'h said, 
was the signal for a general retreat 
of other Italian forces in the area, 
leaving a huge gap in the Fascist 
center. . 

Fresh troops rushed to bolster 
sagging Italian lines earlier had 


been reported being smashed back 
with the regiments they came to 
reinforce and the Greeks claimed 
“important” new advances all along 
the Albanian battlefront. 

Disclosure of the exact place 
where the front was reported to 
have been smashed was forbidden 
by military authorities. They per- 
mitted mention merely that it was 
in the north. 


“Exceptional Victory.” 

One frontline report said “the 
victory, without exaggeration, is of 
exceptional importance, for the ene- 
my line in this sector has been de- 
stroyed and all danger eliminated 
for us.” 

The capture of the Italians, this 
report said, came after the Fascist, 
commander sent a message to the 
Greek line that he was ready to 
surrender. The Greeks, fearing a 
trap, cautiously surrounded the 
Italians with heavy detachments, 
this account went on. 

“The psychological effect of the 
surrender was such that it broke 
enemy resistance in the area and 
led to a hasty, precipitous retreat,” 
it said. “One after another of 
the Italian columns abandoned their 
positions, leaving behind all sorts 
of equipment in large quantities. 


Veterans of jpain in Battle, 


“Seventeen captured Italian of- 
ficers disclosed that elite Italian 
legions, which had fought in Spain’s 


‘civil war had taken part in defense

Different in World War. 

During the World War the Brit- 
ish position was completely dif- 
ferent; Japan, on the Allied side, 
covered Eastern waters and pro- 
tected Allied shipping up to the 
Suez Canal: Italy and France to- 
gether policed the Mediterranean, 
leaving Britain with only the At- 
lantic to deal with. Even then,

©ame exceedingly serious in 1917. 
By the time the British had the

States had entered the war and 


there were the combined units of 
the British and American fleets to 
pro.ect shipping. 

Today Italy is on the other side; 
Japan is unfriendly and Britain is 
forced, virtually single-handed, to 
cope with the German submarine 
fleet laid down long before the war 
started. Hence, the British once 
again are looking longingly at the 
remaining 70 sister ships of the 50 
traded American destroyers with 
the hope that they may be allowed 
to acquire them. 

Meanwhile, every effort is being 
made to reach an agreement with 
Spain which will induce that coun- 
try to stay out of the war. Every 
month thaf Spain remains neutral 
is a month gained for Britain.

Spanish Food Problem. 

It may be assumed that both 
Britain and tle United States are 
anxious to know, before agreeing 
te feed Spain, that nothing shipped 
there will be reshipped to the Ger- 
mans or will provide reserve stocks 
for a German army marching 
through Spain. 

The United States obviously is 
in a position to make firmer de- 
mands on Madrid than is Great 
Britain.. It is unlikely that the 
British will be prepared to accept 
assurances from Spain which are 
not also satisfactory to Washing- 
ton. 

The British attempt to feed Spain 
in for Spanish neutrality 
is criticised in some quarters and 
labeled “appeasement.” For this 
reason, the Foreign Office, and 
especially its chief, Viscount Hali- 
fax, are criticised. Anti-Chamber- 
lainites and others once again are 
talking of the necessity for replac- 
ing Lord Halifax, but there is no 
indication that Prime Minister Win- 
ston Churchill intends to take this 


step. 

But Churchill has now had time 
to assess the abilities of his Cabinet 
colleagues and there are signs that 
when the changes, which have been 
impending for some time, are made, 
they will be more far-reaching than 
had been supposed originally. It is 
unlikely that they will occur be- 
fore Christmas. 

Views on Cabinet. 

It is the view of many in polit- 
ical circles that the general com- 

. sition of the war cabinet is far 
from impressive. This may have 
been desirable when Churchill first 
took c-er, as he is a man who 
likes to keep his fingers on all 
pulses. However, six months’ ex- 
perience has shown him the desir- 
ability and necessity for delegating 
responsibility. To be able to do so 
with confidence would appear to 
require a few abler men than are 
now in the cabinet. 

Some of those suggested for the 
retirement list include Sir Kings- 
ley Wood, Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer; Arthur Greenwood, Min- 
iser Without Portfolio, and Vis- 
count Simon, Lord Chancellor. It 
always has been a subject for spec- 
ulation here whether Lord Beaver- 
brook’s asthma will permit him to 
carry on his duties as war cabi- 
inet minister for aircraft produc- 
tion.

Homes Pillaged in Un- 
Food Taken or Ruined.

ON THE CENTRAL ALBANIAN 
FRONT, Dec. 2.—Before coming to 
this Albanian frontier region, I 
thought reports about looting and 
burning of Greek villages by Ital- 
ian troops must be exaggerated. As 
yet, there has been no time to in- 
vestigate on a wide scale, but I am 
compelled to describe what I myself 
have seen while traveling through 
territory recently evacuated by the 
Italians. Without comment of any 
kind, these are the things which 
I have seen: 


The seaside town of Igumenitsa 
today possesses only a few dozen 
habitable dwellings. All other 
houses are gutted, smoke-black- 
ened ruins. Their walls are not 
shattered and broken the way 
bombs always work. There are no 
gaping, splintered roofs. These two- 
story homes were all fired with 
gasoline and torches by Fascist sol- 
diers just before they retreated 10 
days ago. As a result, most of Igu- 
menitsa’s inhabitants now have 
nothing except the clothes on their 
backs. 

In nearby Philiates no house was 
burned, but I entered shop after 
shop whose shelves and showcases 
were stripped of their last usable 
object, even their last piece of 
cloth. Every store was as bare 
as Mother MHubbard’s cupboard, 
while virtually everything edible in 
the townsmen’s houses had been 
either consumed, taken or de- 
stroyed. 
Seventy miles inland, behind the 
present central front, lies the hill- 
top village of Doliana. The major- 
ity of its population of 1500 left 
before the Italians came in, but 
have now returned. All we met 
there were unanimous in declar- 
ing that their homes had been sys- 
tematically robbed and piilaged by 
the Italians, and al! the houses we 
had time to inspect presented scenes 
of destruction.

been left untouched. Even trunks 
were ripped open and wooden chests 
emptied. 

The returning inhabitants of Dol- 
iana found their stores ransacked 
and all their winter supplies of 
onions, potatoes, wheat and barley 
taken by the invaders. Today they 
have scarcely anything to eat. 

Kerosene Poured on Wheat. 

In one three-room dwelling a 
middle-aged woman with a black 
shawl around her head and shoul- 
ders broke into tears when we en- 
tered. She led us into the cellar, 
then, pointing at the floor, she 
sobbed, “All my wheat is spoiled. 
They poured kerosene on it. We 
have nothing to eat. We have no 
bread, nothing is left.” 

Next door, another woman, with 
a child clinging to her skirts, 
showed beans scattered about and 
trambled on. Her husband had 
owned a grocery store. There was 
nothing left in it except one onion 
on the floor. 

Despair darkened the face of 
every woman we saw in Doliana. 
One man showed us a little niche 
wall. “We had a 
statue of Christ there,” he said. 
“They threw it in the toilet.” 

We saw many beehives smashed 
to bits, some of them with bees 
still clustered on the broken honey- 
combs, and one villager told us he 
had had 65 beehives—one of his 
chief means of support—but all 
had been smashed by the Italians. 

On the boat leaving Igumenitsa 
was a refugee family, a man with 
his wife and three children. They 
had left Philiates because every- 
thing they owned had been pillaged 
or destroyed and they had ‘nothing

to eat. The father said: 

“IT lived 15 years in America, 
mostly in Worcester, Mass. You 
used to work on the Worcester Tele- 
gram? Then I must have seen 
you. All the Telegram boys used 
to eat in my restaurant just down 
the street. I came home for a visit 
but my mother, she wanted me to 
stay. So I got married and stayed. 
I had two dry goods stores in 
Philiates. We were doing all right. 
Now we've got nothing. The Ital- 
ians took everything.” 

Half-Price for Everything. 
People of Delvinaki, up the val- 
ley from Ioannina on the road to 
the Albanian border, fared better 
than the occupants of most other 
occupied villages, apparently be- 
cause the Italians had staff head- 
quarters there for 25 days. The 
town’s stores were cleaned out, as 
everywhere else, but the Italians 
paid for most of the supplies which 
they took. They paid, however, in 
Albanian currency and at an arbi- 
trary exchange rate by which they 
reduced the Greek drachma to half 
its established official value in com- 
parison with the Albanian lek. 

In Delvinaki we talked with 
Christ Govalis, a Greek who oper- 
ated candy and grocery stores on 
Halsted street, Chicago, for five 
years. He said: 

“I had my store here full of cigar- 
ettes, wines and liqueurs, but the 
Italians cleaned it out. They paid 
me in Albanian leks but they fig- 
ured 12 drachmas to one liek in- 
stead of six, like you get in the 
banks. So I only got paid half 
price for everything, and now what 
can I do with all these leks? No- 
body wants them.” 

These are samples of what the 
Italian occupation has done to un- 
told thousands of Greek civilians in 
border towns and villages through- 
out this region. They explain the 
indignation and hatred with which 
these impoverished, helpless vil- 
lagers speak of the Italians. One 
Greek villager summed up every- 
thing with: 

“We know all we want to know 
about Italian civilization.”

A KILLED IN EXPLOSION 
AT DYNAMITE PLANT 


Ton of Powder Blows Up, 
Shattering Building Near 
- Tacoma, Wash. 


TACOMA, Wash., Dec. 2 (AP).— 
Four men were killed today by an 
unexplained explosion of a ton of 
dynamite in the mixing plant of 
the Columbia Powder Co., 15 miles 
south of here. 


J. A. Denn, plant manager, said 
the blast blew the two-story mixing 
mill.to bits. It occurred at 7:11 
a. m., less than an hour before 65 
men would have gone to work in 
the mill. 

The men who were killed com- 
prised the early shift that went on 
at 6a.m. to get the plant in order 
for the day’s work. 

Denn said the company was not 
working on defense orders at pres- 
ent but had just finished one. 

The Columbia Powder Co., which 
has plants in several sections of 
the United States, is a subsidiary 
of the Winchester Arms Co, and 
the Winchester Powder Co. Co- 
lumbia’s main office is in Allen- 
town, Pa. 

Residents near the mill reported 
the company recently increased the 
number of watchmen guarding the 
plant’s gates and that dogs were 
being trained to keep strangers 
away from the powder mill, 

It was the second powder plant 
explosion in this area in the last 
week. A black powder unit of the 
du Pont Powder Works exploded 
Thursday. 


Theft of 880 Sticks of Dynamite 
at Bangor, Pa., Disclosed. 


BANGOR, Pa. Dec. 2 (AP),— 
Theft of 880 sticks of dynamite and 
8000 blasting caps from a storage 
magazine near Bangor was _ dis- 
closed today by police, who said 
the missing explosive was. “enough 
to blow this town off the map.” 

The theft was discovered last 
Tuesday morning, but had not been 
disclosed in order to facilitate in- 
vestigation. 

The explosive was taken during 
the night from three storage build- 
ings a mile from this Eastern Penn- 
sylvania town of 6000.

MRS. C. EARL HULBURD’S 
DIVORCE PETITION GRANTED 


She Gets Custody of 12-Year-Old 
Son; Husband in Prison, Files 
“Denial of Charges. 


Mrs. Hazel Hulburd obtained a 
divorce today from C. Earl Hulburd, 
former secretary of fhe Collier Es- 
tate, who is serving a 10-year prison 
term for embezzlement of $200,000. 
Circuit Judge Michael J. Scott 
granted the decree on her petition, 
charging general indignities and 
desertion, and on testimony of Mrs. 
Hulburd and two character wit- 
nesses. 

Custody of the Hulburds’ only 
minor child, Seward Hulburd, 12 
years old, was awarded to the 
mother. Hulburd filed a general 
denial, sent here from the peniten- 
tiary in Jefferson City. 

No mention was made in the pe- 
tition or the testimony of Hulburd’s 
imprisonment, or its cause. The 
date of the separation was set as 
Dec. 28, 1938.

Authors and Publishers, will be 
gone from the non-commercial pro- 
grams of the three major radio 
networks within a fortnight. 

The Columbia Broadcasting Sys- 
tem took a decisive step in the 
music royalty controversy between 
the broadcasters and ASCAP yes- 
terday when it barred all ASCAP 
tunes from its sustaining, or un- 
sponsored, programs. 

Mutual Broadcasting System’ . 
Station WOR will follow suit next 
Sunday, and on Dec. 15, the Na- 
tional Broadcasting Co, also will 
delete ASCAP music from its non- 
commercials, 

Meanwhile, both ASCAP, con- 
trolling copyrights of about 90 per 
cent of the music played in the 
United States, and Broadcast Mu- 
sic, Inc. the networks’ newly 
formed organization of composers, 
raced to recruit as many compos- 
ers as possible. 

Gene Buck, president of ASCAP, 
announced ‘addition of 44 new 


viienahiiats including Randall 
Thompson, Eugene Ormandy an 
Jimmy Dorsey, and said his mem- 
bership now totals 1166 composer 
authors and 140 publishers. 

BMI countered with the claim 
that its “fast-growing reservoir 
now exceeds 250,000 musical selec- 
tions” and that its present output 
of new melodies will be 60 songs 
a month. 

The song royalty fight began 
when. ASCAP sought a new con- 
tract for 1941, reclassiflying the 
broadcasters into four groups and 
assessing them with a sustaining 
fee and a gross income percentage.

German military commentators, 
studying reports of successive in- 
tense air bombardments of English 
cities, radiated confidence and said 
the war in the air was developing 
strictly according to plan. 

They commented on a high com- 
mand reference to weakening Brit- 
ish defenses, asserting that Ger- 
man bombers were able to fly low 
over Southampton in the Saturday 
night raid, and speculated whether 
this meant weariness of British 
flyers or a husbanding of strength 
for some future action. 

Germans said raids such as the 
devastating attacks on Coventry, 
Birmingham and Bristol could be 
carried on indefinitely without ex- 
tending the Luftwaffe to the ut- 
most and also asserted that Ger- 
many was taking little punishment 
in return. 

Berlin never has reported a day- 
light raid and the air raid sirens 
have not been heard at night for 
some time.

We are now incorporating in our 
bomber designs defensive devices 
developed by the British.

And 
the guns can shoot from straight 
up to almost straight down. In 
other words, the turret can shoot 
its battery of guns in almost any 
direction.

to American Planes. 


The no-secret of the British bomb- 
er design is the wide tail of the 
fuselage, which permits the at- 
tachment of one of those turrets 
so that the gunner sits literally be- 
hind the whole plane and can pro- 
tect it from-any attack from the 
rear, from any direction and from 
above and below. 
the desirability of this turret you 
will see at once the defect in the 
American design for defensive pur- 
poses by noticing in the accom- 
panying illustration how this turret 
has to be attached in converting 
the American Lockheed into a mili- 
tary ship. It must be stuck up in 
the middle of the back, an air-re- 
sisting bump on a log. And ob- 
viously it cannot protect the plane 
from attacks from the rear and 
below. 


The standard English equipment 
on medium and light bombers ‘is 
a turret in the nose, and the tail. 
In the very largest mbers there 
are additional turrets in the fuse- 
lage which retract like landing gear. 


In bombing an undefended ob- 
jective by night, defensive turrets 
are just so much waste load to 
carry. But already the Germans, 
as well as the English, have night 
fighters, and the British bombers 
over Germany have so far had a 
remarkable record of success in 
shooting down attacking night 
fighters. The revolving turret has 
been an important reason for this 
success. 


These are the highlights of the 
news on “how useful are our planes 
to the British?” No Britisher would 
make these statements as flatly as 
I have made them. First, because 
since they have developed their own 
fighters which can beat the Luft- 
waffe’s best, and are continuing to 
produce them in greater numbers 
despite what bombing the Germans 
can do by night, they donot feel 
an acute need for help from us in 
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volving turret in their design. 


Development Takes 
Long Trial and Error. 


UT to an American it is shock- 

ing news that we have at this 

date no planes that can fight 
in the front line in the battle for 
the defense of England, and that 
we have yet to prove that any of 
our models now planned or in pro- 
duction ever can compete. And it’s 
impossible not to wonder what our 
American designers and manufac- 
turers were doing through the years 
when the Hurricanes and the Spit- 
fires and the Messerschmitts were 
being developed. If a hostile power 
with equipment as good as this 
could ever establish itself a bomb- 
ing base close enough to this con- 
tinent to protect its bombers with 
fighters, there would be nothing we 
could do about it until we developed 
such a plane. And, to repeat, you 
cannot develop a major fighting ma- 
chine over night. The Hurricanes 
and Spitfires, the Messerschmitts 
and the still newer British and 
German models have.been devel- 
oped by a long process of trial and 
error, gradual and constant im- 
provement. 


Since I have gotten back, many, 
many people have asked me: What 
about our planes in England? Are 
they standing up? How do they 
compare? I have written these 
conclusions before describing what 
I have seen at the fighter and 
bomber stations in England. War 
in the air is complicated and highly 
technical. As I have tried to say 
in setting down my qualifications 
to the flat statement that our best 
planes cannot compete with the 
best’ English and German planes, 
this sole fact is not the whole story. 
Firsthand descriptions of what I 
Saw and heard in England follow 
this article. I think they will make 
both the indictment and its quailifi- 
cations clearer to you.

SHANGHAI, Dec. 2. 
OMPLETE revamping of 
(chines monetary and economic 
policies under guidance of 
American and British experts is 
expected here to be the most im- 
portant result of the British-Ameri- 
can credit arrangement now under 
consideration. 
President Roosevelt’s announce- 
ment that the United States is con- 
templating $100,000,000 in new cred- 
its to China comes at a time when 
free China is entering the most 
critical phase of its internal econo- 
my. In fact, with the Japanese 
army at present inactive, General- 
issimo Chiang Kai-shek’s military 
problems are secondary to his 
monetary and financial headaches. 
For the first three years of the 
war the process of economic de- 
terioration in China was slower 
and more gradual than the Japa- 
nese had expected, despite the loss 
of most of the customs revenues, 
the inevitable over-issuance of cur- 
rency and the decline in value of 
the Chinese. dollar. 
Rise in. Living Costs. 
However, at the beginning of 
September signs of severe economic 
dislocation became evident in many 
places. Food prices and living 
costs in the Chinese interior sky- 
rocketed out of all reason and a 
small group of profiteers and 
hoarders took advantage of the 
people. Today, for instance, living 
costs in the Czechuan Province 
(Chiang Kai-shek’s capital, Chung- 
king, is in the province), average 
nearly five times the pre-war 
figure, and in some places much 
more, 
The Chinese dollar, though fair- 


ly stable during the last month, 
stands at one-fifth of its pre-war 


rating. As the Chinese-Japanese 
conflict now has developed into 
a war of economic endurance fi-

There Is No “New Order” by Axis, Only 
Military Occupation of Invaded Coun- 
tries—Co-operation by Such Nations Is 
Involuntary and Temporary. 


ROM all the diplomatic spec- 

tacles of the past few months 

one conclusion is evident: the 
“new order” proclaimed by the Axis 
is merely a fancy name for the 
territory that the German army 
is-able to occupy. The boundaries 
of this new order extend exactly 
as far, but no farther, than the 
striking power of the German 
army; the duration of the new 
order will, therefore, be as long, 
but no longer, than the German 
army is able to be the mighty 
but localized force which it now 
is. In spite of fifth columns, in 
spite of the most persistent and 
elaborate propaganda, there is no 
single example of the voluntary 
participation of any nation in the 
new order. All that the fifth col- 
umns have ever done anywhere is 
to destroy the resistance of na- 
tions, and then deliver them bound 
and gagged to the conqueror. 
Never have they convinced any na- 
tion so that it consented freely to 
participation in the new order. 


The history of Europe since the 
fall of France has shown clearly 
that the Axis can control and can 
administer only those lands which 
the German army can hold. Any 
territory which is out of reach of 
the German army is outside the 
new order and any territory within 
the control of ‘the German army is 
part of this new order only as 
long as the German army is in oc- 
cupation. 

@ -— * 


HUS there is no pretense even 
Bis Berlin that the Poles, the 
Czechs, the Danes, the Norwegians, 
the Dutch or the Belgians are in 
any sense willing members of the 
new order. It is plain beyond dis- 
pute that these peoples submit only 
because there is military occupa- 
tion and only in so far as they 
are coerced. It is just about as 
plain that Hungary, Rumania, Bul- 
garia, Yugoslavia, and of course, 
Greece, resist the new order as 
much as they can, as long as they 
dare, and that even when they 
must submit, they wait only for 
the opportunity to rebel and be- 
come free again. 

Certainly France is not a will-

ing or a reliable member of the 


new order. In occupied France, 
the people submit and wait for the 
day of liberation; in unoccupied 
France the partisans of full co-op- 
eration with the Axis are obviously 
a small minority, almost a small 
conspiracy, who can carry out their 
purposes only by destroying the 
resistance of the French people. 
Outside of continental France 
there is loyalty to Marshal Petain 
and a sense of solidarity with his 
government, but the French em- 
pire is not adhering to the new 
order and waits for the day when 
its independence is once again se- 
cured. 


Turkey and Egypt, at one end of 
the Mediterranean, are certainly no 
part of the new order; the question 
for them is solely a military ques- 
tion, there being no doubt that their 
choice is with Britain and the free 
nations. At the other end of the 


|\Mediterranean in Spain, there are 


partisans of the Axis, but there is 
no shadow of doubt that the Span- 
ish nation, if left free to choose, 
would choose not to participate in 
the Axis war or to come further 
under the domination of the Nazi 
power. 


Then, there is Italy, a member of 
the Axis, but not an equal partner 
or any longer an independent state, 
dependent for victory and indeed 
for the survival of its empire and 
of the Fascist regime upon Nazi 
Germany. Finally there is Russia 
which, with all the ambiguities and 
evasions of its policy, is obviously 
not a whole-hearted or reliable col- 
laborator in the new order that is 
being proclaimed from Berlin. 

From one end of Europe to the 
other, among the partners, the vas- 
sals, the victims, the one paramount 
controlling fact is the German 
army. All-else is secondary or it is 
diplomatic stage-management.

WITH THE GREEK FORCES 
ON THE ALBANIA 
FRONT, Nov. 29 (Delayed)— 
FTER five days of constant 
travel behind central and south- 
ern front line positions from 
Netwovo all the way to the sea- 


jcoast and Corfu, it is possible to 


give a first-hand report of the ac- 
tivities of the ‘talian air force over 
fa wide area. I am starting this dis- 
patch at noon, while today’s sev- 
enth alarm is sounding. That seems 
to make the subject timely. 

To date, three facts are outstand- 
ing about th Fascist aviation 
showing in these war zones: 

1. Italian planes have been 
extremely ineffective ~+«gainst 
military objectives. 

2. Italian pilots have distin- 
guished themselves only in ter- 
rorist attacks on villages and 
towns in unprotected and open 
cities like Corfu and Patras. 

3. Italian -irmen immediately 
iose al’ enthusiasm for raids 
wherever the British and the 
Greeks are able to put even two 
or three squadrons into the air. 
Allies’ Big Opportunity. 

This means’ that Itulian avia- 
tors, regardless of their overwhelm- 
ing superiority in arcraft, have 
demonstrated an extraordinary 
lack of combative spirit. This also 
means something of far greater im- 
portance to the development of the 
entire Europ: 1 conflict. It means 
than 200 fighters and bombers, if 
they should reach the Eastern 
Mediterranean within three weeks, 
would enable the British-Greek al- 
lies to inflict catastrophic defeat of 
inestimable consequences on Italy 
i- a very short time. 

This fact is recognized both by 
the British and Greek high com- 
mands here. It cannot possibly be 
over-emphasized in dispatches 
from Greece. 

However ineffective Italiar avia- 
tic may have been thus far, it 
will be still capable of inflicting 
terrific punishment and of serving

An ordinary commercial enterprise is ba- 
sically responsible only to its stockholders for main- 
taining solvency. To preserve their investment, 
stockholders are usually ready to give the manage- 
ment another chance when trouble comes. They do 
not mind taking a few risks rather than see the 
enterprise go througk receivership.

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TASK NO. 1 FOR AMBASSADOR KENNEDY. 

Ambassador Kennedy, who arrived in this country 
from London shortly before the election to deliver, at 
the expense of his family, one of the most power- 
ful campaign addresses for President Roosevelt, an- 
nounces that he submitted his resignation the day 
after election. His resignation has just been accept- 
ed by the President, but Mr. Kennedy has been asked 
to retain his designation as Ambassador until his 
successor is appointed. 

Mr. Kennedy intends to devote himself henceforth 
“to what seems to me the greatest cause in the world 
today ... the preservation of the American form of 
democracy. That cause is to help the President keep 
the United States out of war.” It is noteworthy that 
the Ambassador, who has often been said to disagree 
with the administration on foreign policy, states his 


| position as co-operative with the President. 


In the intérest of Mr. Kennedy’s mission, we be- 
lieve he should take one step without delay: to pre- 
pare a complete statement of his views on the rela- 
tions of the United States to world ‘affairs. Some 
of his views were printed in an interview which 
Kennedy later repudiated, others have seeped into 
the gossip columns from off-the-record interviews, 
and from these publications a considerable amount 
of controversy has been created as to what the Am- 
bassador believes. 

If his radio speech before the election is char- 
acteristic of his power of expression, there can be 
no doubt that the Ambassador is capable of making 
crystal clear various aspects of his opinions which 
have apparently been :misunderstood. We believe 
that such a statement will go far toward helping the 
American people make up their minds as to the role 
this country should play in the months to come. 

Mr. Kennedy stayed at his post in London through 
several hundred bombing raids. He comes, so to 
speak, from the front-line trenches. He, moreover, 
was on intimate terms with British leaders and has 
an extraordinary knack of picking up information. 
Thus he can speak with unique authority. We think 
the public awaits with great eagerness a thorough- 
going statement of his position.

Compare the figures in the in- 
stance of Central States: the company’s assets to- 
tal only $12,351,365 by the final report; its insurance 
in force totals $65,000,000. 

In an effort to protect the assets, the Insurance 
Commissioners’ laxity jeopardized the policies, worth 
more than five times as much, Central States policy- 
holders were kept in ignorance for five years. They 
were permitted to keep on paying premiums, putting 
more and more money into their dubious investment, 
while the company fought its losing battle. Not only 
that, but the company also wrote new policies, for 
the public considered it a trustworthy concern, since 
it operated under the sanction of the State Insur- 
ance Department. 

Another scandalous failure has been chalked up 
against the state system of insurance regulation. 
Opponents of this system are sure to point out that 
Federal regulation would certainly be more efficient 
and reliable than this. It could hardly be less so. 
Missouri already knows the shocking record of R. E. 
O’Malley, its representative in the decision to let 
Central States keep going, although insolvent.

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LEOPOLD OF THE BELGIANS. 

On May 28 of this fateful year, Premier Reynaud of 
France announced that King Leopold of the Belgians 
had surrendered. Not many days later, the great 
Republic of France itself asked for terms. 

Leopold’s surrender touched off a torrent of abuse. 
Leopold was a coward, a traitor, a cur. No epithet 
was too vile. No condemnation was too severe. 

At the time, one calm voice was heard, the voice 
of a great and gallant British Admiral, Sir Roger 
Keyes, a man who had won a breastful of medals in 
the service of his country. Sir Roger, in the midst of 
the invective leveled at Leopold, asked’the world to 
suspend judgment on his action. 

It is now clear why he did so. Sir Roger had been 
dispatched by the British Government to Leopold’s 
headquarters and had been with the King ever since 
the German Blitzkrieg roared through the Lowlands. 
He knew the military situation intimately and at 
first hand. He had told Winston Churchill by tele- 
phone that further resistance could not be expected 
from the Belgian army. This fact had already been 
eommunicated by: King Leopold to King George.

American Ambassador. It is a moving and poignant 
story. 

Whatever criticism may be made of the course of 
Belgium prior to the outbreak of war, the fact is that 
the battle of Flanders was a tragedy of errors, errors 
attributable largely to the French high command. 
The Belgian army fought well. It suffered enor- 
mously, It was in the path of the terrific German 
assault, but it might still have been fighting save 
that its position became completely untenable.

A large 
part of the French army had fled in disorder and, five 
days previously, the British had begun their retreat 
to Dunkirk. Leopold’s troops were herded into the 
northwest corner of Flanders. There were two great

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HERE: SMOKELESS COAL AT A LOW PRICE. 

One of the thorniest problems of the smoke elim- 
ination campaign has been the difficulty of making 
smokeless coal available at a price comparable to 
smoky coal. 

A partial solution for this problem has apparently 
been found. Beginning today, the members of the 
St. Louis Coal Exchange and of the Authorized Fuel 
Dealers’ Association. will sell a 60-pound basket of 
high-grade coal for 25 cents on a cash-and-carry basis. 
This coal will be available in 135 or more yards; in 
other words, within a reasonable distance from the 
homes of virtually all potential consumers. 

A new organization, representing some of these 
consumers, has announced that it considers this plan 
as unsatisfactory. It is true that it does not provide 
for delivery, and that the price is not as low as that 
at which the cheapest soft coal was, in the past, avail- 
able. However, house-delivery as represented by the 
basket-vendor always was an uncertain thing. The 
hauling of three or four bushels of coal at a time by 
an individual should be no great hardship, and it 
should be remembered that this slight inconvenience 
will be offset by good quality and a definitely reduced 
price. It is, according to Mr. Tucker, the equiva- 
lent of the old smoky coal at 19 cents a basket. 

It may be that further experience will bring even 
more advantageous arrangements for the poor. The 
development of the present plan is abundant proof 
of the continued effort that has been brought to this 
problem by Mr. Tucker, Chairman Ford of the Smoke 
Elimination Committee and all the others active in 
the effort to make St. Louis livable during the winter. 
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The modern St. Louis tavern seems to be a lively 

imitation of the old-fashioned saloon. 
HERE IS THE ANSWER. 

The Board of Estimate and Apportionment has ap- 
proved City Counselor Wayman’s recommendation 
that it employ Fred M. Joseph as lobbyist for St.

TARTED experimentally in May, 1939, 

in one city, Rochester, the Federal Food 

Stamp Plan of distributing farm sur- 
pluses has now been extended until it covers 
195 areas in every state but West Vir- 
ginia, and by midwinter is expected to be 
serving no less than 5,000,000 people. 

This is the net fact to date in one of the 
most successful of the many novel New 
Deal plans to solve the perennial farm prob- 
lem. So successful has the plan been, both 
as a farm surplus disposal scheme and a 
new form of unemployment relief, that it 
appears possible Congress may appropriate 
enough money next year to permit its ex- 
tension to cover the entire nation. 

The Food Stamp Plan is a variation of an 
earlier New Deal farm surplus disposal 
scheme under which the Government boug 
up surplus farm products when these tende 
to depress market prices unduly and then 
gave them directly and in bulk to state and 
local relief agencies for distribution to the 
people. 

Retail and wholesale grocers complained, 
holding that they could do a better and 
cheaper distribution job and also supply 
the relief clients with more varied foods. 
Furthermore, they worked out a scheme 
which became the basis of the stamp plan. 

Under this plan, the Government gives to 
relief clients 50 cents’ worth of blue stamps, 
good in any co-operating grocery for any 
foodstuffs officially designated as surplus, 
for each $1 worth of orange stamps which 
the client is willing.to buy with his relief 
funds—up to a limit of $1 a person a week. 
The orange stamps are good for any food- 
stuffs a grocer handles. Uncle Sam, of 
course, redeems both kinds of stamps. 

* * * 


Primarily, the’ object is to lift surpluses 
off the market. The tariff laws make 30 
per cent of all customs receipts available for 
expenditures of this kind when Congress 
approves. Congress has not only readily ap- 
propriated this money each year, but also 
usually has added as much again. Thus, in 
the present fiscal year, the Federal Surplus 
Commodities Corporation, which handles all 
surplus disposal programs, obtained not only 
the $100,000,000 or so, which represents the 
usual yearly third of customs receipts, but 
also an additional $135,000,000 for similar use. 

The FSCC is still buying surpluses and 
shipping them in bulk to state and local 
agencies for distribution in areas not under 
the stamp plan. Also, it is using part of its 
appropriation to discover and promote new 
uses for crops yielding surpluses, and it like- 
wise has the authority to use its funds to 
subsidize exportation of surplus products. 

But with the war and blockade shutting 
off many foreign markets to which such 
subsidized exports could be sold, it has be- 
come increasingly obvious that the FSCC, 
in pursuit of its surplus-lifting job, must 
turn more and more to the field of relief. 

The way the stamp plan has been spread 
indicates the trend. The old plan of bulk 
distribution of surplus crops met wide and 
frequent criticism, but for the food stamp 
plan there has been almost unanimous 
praise. Communities clamor for it. 

Here is the history of its growth and its 
cost to the nation: 

In the first month in Rochester, with re- 
lief clients gradually learning about the 
plan, the Federal outlay was $22,473. In 

une, 1939, with the plan in operation in two 
areas, the net cost was $101,848. 

In November, just a year ago, the plan 


was in effect in 14 areas, mostly in cities 
but in some entire counties of predominantly 
rural character, and the net Government 
outlay was $481,148. 

By January this year, 30 areas had the 
plan at a cost that month of $1,176,843. By 
June, the plan was in effect in 83 areas and 
the expenditure of Federal funds that month 
amounted to $3,161,980. 

In September, more than 2,000,000 mem- 
bers of relief families used $4,633,000 worth 
of the free surplus stamps to increase their 
food consumption and help cut surpluses. 

With the plan in operation in 195 areas 
today, it is proposed to start it in 35 more, 
which have already been designated. 

This is expected to provide new markets 
for more than $10,000,000 worth of surplus 
farm crops each month. Even if there were 
no further increase in the amount of funds 
thus spent, there would be added annually 
to the food consumption of this part of the 
so-called “ill-fed third” of the population 
about 70,000,000 pounds of butter, 80,000,000 
dozen of eggs, 175,000,000 pounds of pork, 
70,000,000 pounds of lard and countless car- 
loads of vitamin-filled fruits and vegetables, 
both fresh and canned.

As FSCC officials look over the stamp 
program, they see it as possessing a distinct 
defense value. It is aiding the farmers, 
they hold, by keeping the income from crops 
nearer normal. Also, it is maintaining 
health in the ranks of the unemployed, some 
of whom may be called for military service. 

The figures for September on the surplus 
commodities bought with the free food 
stamps indicate what the program is pro- 
viding. ; 

Fourteen per cent @f the Government's 
total outlay went for butter—or, from the 
farmers’ viewpoint, the output of about 100,- 
000 dairy cows. The same percentage of 
the total went for eggs; 17 per cent meant 
disposal of flour, rice and other cereal prod- 
ucts; 11 per cent went for vegetables, 13 
per cent for fruits and 31 per cent for pork 
products.

Anyone who met up with Julia 
Packett, the heroine in Margery 
Sharp's novel, “The Nutmeg Tree,” 
must have found her delightful but 
at the same time must have wished 


to know her better. Miss Sharp’s 
play, “Lady in Waiting,” based on 
the book, creates the same impres~ 
sion. . 

It was a sketchy book, more like 
a short story than a novel, and it is 
a thin comedy which opened at the 
American Theater last night. Ma- 
terial for much laughter is lacking. 
A comparatively minor character, 
Ma Genocchio, mother of a troupe 
of acrobats, has two scenés more 
hilarious than any that go to the: 
star and, in any man’s theater, that 
just isn’t right. 

The role of Julia Packett, over- 
age chorus girl who finds any man 
with a pair of broad shoulders ir- 
resistible, is a natural for Gladys 
George, whose specialty on both 
stage and screen has been good- 
looking and well-mannered but 
hard-boiled gals. But Julia in “Lady 
in Waiting” is but a faded remem- 
brance of the hilarious Carole Ar- 
den in “Personal Appearance,” 
which Miss George played here five 
seasons ago. 

The deficiency unquestionably is 
one of writing. All that Act I 
offers of notable entertainment is 
a reverse strip-tease by Miss 
George in her bathroom and Ma 
Genocchio’s sickness on the chan- 
nel boat. Act II has a good, gar- 
rulous scene for Ma Genocchio and 
a good, swift kick by Julia for a 
feminine trouble-maker. Act III 
makes Julia’s bedroom a grand con- 
course for midnight visitors and 
ends with a proposal of marriage 
by Sir William. 

It will not be denied that Miss 
George’s initial appearance, in the 
bathroom, or her representation 
of Gypsy Rose Lee from slip to 
suit, instead of vice-versa, have 
their interest, or that later in the 
play Julia does a fair amount of 
clowning and makes amusing blun- 
ders. The point is that Julia never 
seems quite real. Like “My Dear 
Children,” the John Barrymore ad- 
lib success, “Lady in Waiting” 
seems to call for constant inven- 
tion by the star, and invention falls 
short. 

The supporting cast measures up 
well enough. Ethel Morrison per- 
sonally takes much credit for the 
impression Ma Genocchio makes; 
Alan Napier, tall and trim, makes 
Sir William step right out of the 
pages of the novel; Miss George’s 
husband, Leonard Penn, looks and 
acts like Fred Genocchio. Other 
players are as well cast to type. A 
motion picture version of “The 
Nutmeg Tree” would certainly have 
used the episode of Julia’s trip to 
the casino and her ride with the 
Misses Marlowe, v@jo are absent 
from the play and sadly missed.

ORD LOTHIAN’S abrupt way 
of raising the question of fi- 
| the British war effort 
has found little favor with the 
powers that be. The State and 


White House appear to feel that 
when the British Ambassador 
stepped off the Clipper to an- 
nounce his country soon wduld 
need American aid in cash, he pur- 
posely was avoiding advance con- 
sultation with the proper authori- 
ties here. 


The tempest now raging behind 


hardly more, however, than a tea- 
pot typhoon. For while Lord Loth- 
ian may have spoken out of turn, 


emissary of the British Treasury 
who will arrive in Washington soon 
to take up formaily the same ques- 
tion informally raised by the Brit- 
ish Ambassador. : 


This man, it is understood, comes 
at the invitation of Secretary of 
the Treasury Morgenthau, who dis- 
likes the stiff modes of ordinary 
diplomatic intercourse, and always 
prefers friendly conference with a 
negotiator directly accredited to 
him. Every sign suggests he will 
be given a kindly reception and a 
fair hearing. Thus the annoyance 
at Lord Lothian boils down to an- 
noyance that the problem was not 
handled. as the administration 
wanted it handled. It is under- 
standable, but not overwhelmingly 
significant. 


Doubt Created. 


HIS is not to say that the emis- 
sary of the British Treasury 
will find it easy to extract fi- 
nancial assistance from this coun- 
try. On the contrary, he will have 
to surmount serious difficulties and 
alter tenacious pre-judgments. 
Lord Lothian’s statement on leav- 
ing the Clipper was only the last 
of several overtures for credit, and 
all of them seem to have been 
made in such a way as to create 
doubt ang suspicion here. 


During the early stages’ of the 
war, at the time of the repeal of 
the arms embargo, the _ British- 
French purchasing commission was 
directly under the Treasury’s wing. 
Arthur Purvis, the commission's 
able director, was wise enough to 
confine himself to the main task, 
placing his armament orders. Un- 
happily, one of the Sritish officials 
working with him took a different 
line. Appalled by the extent of the 
expenditures contemplated in the 
purchasing commission program, 
he was unable to resist an occa- 
sional hint that if the British war 
effort were to continue, America 
would eventually have to give fi- 
nancial aid. 

As this official was a member of 
the British Embassy staff, he start- 


tered when Lord Lothian 


ed with a disadvantage at the 
Treasury, where there is a marked 
distaste for diplomats. He spoke 
at a time when there was little 
evidence that the British Govern- 
ment was willing to pour the whole 
national energy into the war effort. 
And, finally, he seems to have 
shown a want of tact, dropping his 
hints persistently despite very vis- 
ible evidence they were not wel- 
come. At length Secretary Mor- 
genthau’s patience wore so thin 
that he pretty sharply forbade the 
matter ever to be mentioned in his 
presence again, until the British 
could show tangible proof of the 
approaching exhaustion of their 
resources. He added that the Brit- 
ish had no reasons for complaint 
while they could still place orders 
and ‘pay for deliveries here. 


Differ on Assets. 

EANWHILE, the administra- 

tion attitude inevitably had 

crystalized. Because of the sur- 
rounding circumstances, the hints 
which so annoyed the Treasury 
were taken as indications of an in- 
tention to hornswoggle this coun- 
try. Thus doubt and suspicion 
were originally aroused, not only 
at the Treasury, but also at the 
White House and the State Depart- 
ment. Because such feelings ex- 
isted in high quarters, | statistical] 


arguments against giving financial 
aid to Britain were sought and 


found, in schedules of potential Brit- 


ish assets far more optimistic than 
any agreed to by the British Treas- 
ury. 

Nor was the incident of the hint- 
ing official the last of the sort. 


during the rest of the winter and 
the spring, all was calm on the 


credit front. But in the summer, 
after the British war effort had 
begun in desperate earnest, per- 
sons connected with the British 
Embassy again became concerned 
about their country’s ability to pay 
for its vast purchases here. Being 
concerned, they discussed the prob- 
lem and although they avoided 
mentioning it to anyone at the 
Trasury, reports’ of Ahese discus- 
sions were not long in reaching 
Treasury ears. Doubt and suspi- 
cion flared up again immediately. 

Finally, this autumn, the British 
Government became so concerned 
over the outlook that the admin- 
istration was notified the question 
of financing must be taken up, at 
the latest, in a couple of months 
The expedition of the British Treas- 
ury emissary was arranged on re- 
ceipt of this notification.

ITALIANS DUMP | 
BOMBS FOR DAYS, 


MISS TARGETS

to keep Italian divisions in Alba- 
nia so long as it possesses consid- 
e .bi. numerical advantage. Wher- 
ever the odds have been reduced 
to eight or 10 Italian planes to one 
for the Anglo-Greek allies, the ad- 
vance of Greek troops has speeded 
up enormously while Fascist air 
activity has immediately faded. 


Many Bombs, Few Hits. 


During the past week Italian 
bombers have been concentrating 
on communications much more 
than previously. We drove 65 
miles over a mountain highway to 
Gumenitsa on the seacoast oppo- 
site Corfu. For days the Italians 
have been trying to bomb three 
bridges over the Kalamas River. 
As we journeyed, Italian planes 
were attacking bridges in threes, 
almost hourly. There were plenty 
of craters near the bridges but no 
bridge had been hit. 


Where the road wound around 
the edge of the mountain, the Ital- 
ians had also planted several bombs 
on projective curves. These bombs 
had bitten hunks out of the road 
and destroyed its supporting mas- 
onry but the inner half of the high- 
way, tucked against the cliffs still 
was open. 


When we returned 36 hours later, 
we counted eight new hits on the 
road, especially near villages, but 
these shell holes were nothing 
more than a slight annoyance. It 
seemed astonishing how little dam- 
age the bombs did even when they 
struck the road squarely. All 
bridges were still intact on our 
return trip. 


Costly to Italians. 

To accomplish this very minor 
damage, the Italians had showered 
hundreds of bombs, including a 
good -many 500-pounders near 
bridges along the road. They had 
also been able to fly low and pick 
their objectives at leisure, but even 
then had failed to hit their chief 
targets. 

The Greek General, who had a 
troop transport bridge built across 
the Kalamas told us that the Ital- 
ians had spent five days trying to 
hit it. On the previous day they 


had wasted 200 bombs there. After 
every raid the General had tele- 
phoned to inquire about the life of 
his bridge. Each time the reply 
had been: “Lots of bombs, but 
bridge still here.” 

The General was highly elated. 
He said that the bridge was not at 
all vital for communications, “but 
it took us hours to build and its 
costing the Italians millions of lire.” 
- When the Italian bombers choose 
cities they have broad targets so 
they hit things, but almost invaria- 
bly schools, public buildings and 
civilians. From Salonika to Patras, 
and throughout this extensive region 
behind the Albanian front, I have 
as yet seen only one military ob- 
jective which may have been hit by 
Italian aircraft, and that isn’t cer- 
tain. 

On its showing in Greece to date, 
the Italian air force has established 
itself only as a weapon of terror 
against people who cannot fight 
back,

According to reports from Chung- 
king, Generalissimo Chiang favors 
the dispatch of such a commission. 
There is no sign of weakening in 
China’s determination to go on 
with the war indefinitely and this 
resolve has been stiffened by the 
abject terms forced on Wang 
Ching-wei, head of the Japanese- 
sponsored Nanking Government. 
But, with a prolonged war ahead, 
further deterioration of the eco- 
nomic situation would be danger- 
ous. Chiang, though no economist, 
is doing what he can by taking 
drastic measures against profi- 
teers but the problem is a deeper 
one. The most urgent need is the 
stabilization of currency which, 
presumably, may be possible 
through the utilization of the $50,- 
000,000 American fund to be made 
available for that purpose. With 
the other $50,000,000 China expects 
to buy materials, its biggest needs 
being airplanes, arms, special steels, 
strategic metals, oil, automobiles 
and cotton yarn. 

One of China’s fundamental dif- 
ficulties is the lack of financiers 
of sufficient ability to cope with 
its enormous financial problems.

BUENOS AIRES, Dec. 2 (AP).— 
A survey of Argentine commercial 
and agricultural sources indicated 
today that Britain quietly is tight- 
ening its restrictions on ocean trade 
in an effort to keep vital supplies 
from reaching its Axis foes through 
nations not in the war. 

Well-informed sources said Brit- 
ish econemic experts were watching 
closely shipments of cotton, meats, 
fats and hides, and were checking 
on purchases in Argentina for 
Spain, Russia, Sweden, Finland and 
also conquered France.

There was a medieval order in 
Europe, the order of Christendom, 
and it was an order because it was 
based on laws which all men, even 
the emperor and the kings and the 
feudal lords, recognized as superior 
to their own will. There was a mod- 
ern order in Europe after the Con- 
gress of Vienna based upon a sys- 
tem of treaties and a regime of 
public law which all civilized states 
ack--wledged, There is an order 
today in this hemisphere because 
we and our neighbors recognize an 
established system of rights and du- 
ties which controls our acts, There 
is an order which embraces all theja 
(American nations and all the Brit- 
ish peoples because we all acknowl- 
edge the same rules of public law 
and the same system of - public 
morals, 

Only when peoples live together 
and work together under acknowl- 
edged laws, is there an order. When 
they are bound together by a mili- 
tary occupation or the continual 
threat of it, there is no order, and 
tc call it an order is merely the 
hypocritical tribute which vice pays 
to virtue.

HIS so-called new order which 
we. have heard so much about 
in recent months displays not one 
single attribute of an order—not 
custom, consent, legitimacy, legal- 
ity, moral authority, or even a mere 
partnership of give and take. The 
nearest analogy to it is the tempo- 
rary empire of Napoleon Bonaparte, 
and yet that empire at its zenith 
was more nearly like a new order 
than anything which Hitler has 
yet constructed. 

In 1810, five years before its fall, 
Napoleon presided over an empire 
which, with its allies, embraced the 
whole of Europe, excepting only the 
Turkish Empire in the Balkan pen- 
insula. He was the ruler of France 
of course, and of Norway, Denmark, 
the Low Countries, Western Ger- 
many, Switzerland, Italy, Dalmatia 
and Spain. Prussia was subdued. 
Austria, then a very great power, 
was his ally. Russia was his ally. 
His relatives were kings in many 
countries, He had been crowned by 
the Pope; he had married an Aus- 
trian Princess. Only England was 
his avowed enemy. Yet within a 
few years this imposing empire had 
collapsed. For the resistance of the 
English continued and then, as Na- 
poleon weakened, his allies turned 
against him, the conquered peoples 
rose against him, and his own 
people deposed him. Yet the order 
of Napoleon, though it was based 
on conquest, had at one time a de- 
gree of legitimacy and respectabil- 
ity, and even of popular consent in 
Europe, which Hitler’s empire has 
never remotely approached.

‘Congress Should De- 
bate U.S. Stand on 
War While It Can 


By GEN. HUGH 8S. JOHNSON 
William Allen White. who is 


lin the present world conflict—not 
com ia declaration of war. 


There isn’t much doubt which 


side we are on in our hearts. Ac- 


colder nid we can just now—unless we de- 


sary, and, at first glance, not very 
important. 
On the other hand, many people 


for aid to Britain—with two im- 
portant qualifications: First, that 
we do not weaken our own defen- 
sive preparations; second, that we 
do not do such things as will make 
war inevitable. 


White’s associates may or may 
not believe in those two qualifica- 
tions. Certainly they do not stress 
them. They appear to think their 
committee represents a great mass 
of American opinion. Perhaps it 
does, but this column doesn't be- 
lieve it. 


Time for Debate. 


In this state of affairs and un- 
certainty about public opinion and 
in this fog of misinformation or no 
information about just what is in- 
volved in this question, I doubt if 
White's idea about a congressional 
resolution is as unimportant as it 
seems. There is yet time and there 
is not yet any such hysteria as 
would prevent a full and fairly free 
debate. 


No such atmosphere will attend 
an actual] declaration of war. No 
declaration is ever submitted to 
Congress until irritating or inflam- 
ing incidents have whipped up 
such popular emotion that the voice 
of caution and reason is branded 
as the voice of treason. It will be 
too late then to talk. Every day 
that passes and every bit of fur- 
ther progress down our present 
path invite just such inflaming in- 
cidents. 


As far as I can recall, any such 
resolution would be without prece- 
dent. There is even some question 
as to whether it would be within 
the powers of Congress. Only Con- 
gress can declare war, but the for- 
mation of foreign policy short of 
war is a function of the executive 
and not the legislative branch. But 
precedents do not mean as much as 
once they did, and on this kind of 
question, Congress itself is the 
court of final appeal on its consti- 
tutional power. 


Congress Near People. 


Congress is closer to the senti- 
ment of this country than any sam- 
pling poll or any other branch of 
Government can be. If our present 
course of conduct and the purposes 
of White’s associates are, in fact, 
leading unnecessarily toward war, 
the debate on such a resolution 
would reveal both that fact and 
the popular judgment on it. 


For all thees reasons, while this 
column doesn’t agree with what ‘t 
thinks White’s committee stands 
for, it does agree with his recent 
suggestion that Congress be consult- 
ed in the way he describes, and 
that it be done before the philoso- 
phy of his committee has carried 
us so close to war that there can 
be no turning back with honor. 

White’s committee has been de- 
scribed in a great deal of editorial 


‘twriting as a pilot for administra- 


tion trial balloons. I don’t know 
whether it is, but it is a frank and 
forthright propagandist for a course 
considerably more extreme than any 
the administration has yet taken. 
That lis its perfect right and no 
subject for reproach, but the best 
way to test any trial balloon 
whether of the administration or of 
that committee—is in some forum 
where it can be thoroughly debat- 
ed. And Congress is the best forum

- WASHINGTON, Dec. 2 (AP).— 
President ‘Roosevelt’s announced 
plan for cutting ordinary Govern- 
ment outlays to the bone produced 
ppposition today from members of 
fhe powerful Senate farm bloc.

Hitler’s Only Have ject in Blocking U. S. Aid, 
_ It Asserts in Asking for Credits and 
‘Further Help’ in Atlantic. 


LONDON, Dec. 2 (AP).—The 
Evening Standard, paper pub- 
lished by Lord Beaverbrook, Min- 
ister of Aircraft Production, urged 
“the people of the United States” 
today to consider giving Britain 
credits and “further help” in the 
Atlantic. 

The paper asked for the recruit- 
ing of unused resources of the 
automobile industry for aircraft 
manufacture for “specific meas- 
ures of assistance in the operation 
of our blockade.” Victory, it said, 
depends on the “battle for Amer- 
ica.” 

It said the “dominating fact of 
this war” was that “Hitler’s only 
hope of victory resides in his power 
to hold America out of the ring 
when he gets usin a corner and 
pummels us to pieces with his ex- 
isting superior resources of metal.” 

“Hitler knows that,” the Eve- 
ning Standard said, adding that in- 
stead of giving up when President 
Roosevelt was re-elected, “he set 
to work to turn the President’s 


proud promises to naught by strik- 
ing at our supply lines on the At- 
lantic by submarine, raider and 
long-range bomber. 

“He still hopes—it is his only 
hope—to smaS8h our cities and fac- 
tories to rubble before Britain’s 
blockade squeezes the juice from 
his’ war economy, before America 
has mustered her immense indus- 
trial strength for action.” 

Hitler’s “empire” has outposts

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2 (AP).— 
Congress, headed for controversy 
over the question of making loans 
to Britain, may get first. hand in- 
formation on the state of England’s 
coffers from a British finance mis- 
sion. 

Considerable sentiment for Eng- 
land to sell the United States some 
of her insular possessions in this 
hemisphere before asking loans and 
additional war aid is in evidence. 

Some Senators’said these de- 
mands might “form the central 
theme for opposition to amendment 
of the Johnson and Neutrality acts. 

Senator Capper said England 
should sell some of her “real es- 
tate in the West Indies” that 
would be of “great strategic value” 
to the United States in protecting 
the Panama Canal. He mentioned 
the Bahamas, Barbados and Trin- 
idad among other places. 

Senator Ellender (Dem.)}, Louisi- 
ana, usually an administration fol- 
lower, said he would oppose loans 
to England “unless they accompa- 
nied a declaration of war because 
that is what they would mean.” 

“We have our defenses to take 
care of and an acquisition of some 
of the British islands in this hemi- 
sphere should be part of that pro- 
gram,” Ellender said. 

The British finance mission, it is 
understood, is being formed for 
the. purpose of finding out precise- 
ly the extent of British holdings 
in the United States. Legislators 
concerned with the question of 
British aid expressed interest in 
the reported organization of the 
mission, and some indicated a de- 
sire to talk with tis members.

ALF the delight of Christmas 
H for tne children is in the gifts 

they hide away for their fa- 
thers and mothers, sisters and 
brothers, all the relatives they can 
possibly manage to provide for.

ILITARY service, in one form 
or another, has become a mat- 
ter of prime importance to 
oung Americans in these times 
of national defense. The 
Post-Dispatch, in a series of brief 
daily articles, will endeavor to en- 
lighten its readers on the life, 
problems, promotions and rewards 
of the enlisted military men. In- 
formation for the articles has been 
obtained from military sources and 
is authentic. 

This opening sketch is an answer 
to the question—“What manner. of 
man is the American soldier?” To 
be eligible for enlistment in the 
United States Army, the applicant 
must be an unmarried American 
citizen without dependents, 18 to 
35 years old, and must have at least 
an eighth-grade education. He must 
be of good moral character, with- 
out any criminal record, and must 
pass an intelligence test and a 
physical examination. Parents’ con- 
sent is necessary for the enlistment 
of youths under voting age. 

y physical examinations are 
thorough and exacting. The appli- 
cant strips to his skin and there- 
after undergoes a probing designed 
to reveal physical deficiencies. Cer- 
tain basic qualifications must be 
met, eliminating the too fat, the 
too lean, the extremely tall and the 
too short. No man shorter than five 
feet nor weighing less than 106 
pounds will be accepted. At the 
other end is a height maximum of 
six feet, six inches, with weight in 
proportion. Laboratory tests are 
made to detect organic troubles. 

Blood pressure and heart beat 
are taken. Eyes, ears, lungs,

Mix ingredients. Half-fill but- 
tered molds. (Two medium-sized 
ones.) Steam three hours. Unmold 
and bake 10 minutes in a moderate 
oven to dry off. Serve hot with 
hard, foamy or any liquid sauce. 

These puddings can be made in 
advance and stored, covered in a 
cool dry place until time to serve. 
Then reheat by steaming 30 min- 
utes in a double boiler. 


SELECTING VEGETABLES. 

Take care that the vegetable has 
not been washed to give it a fresh 
appearance. Avoid dampness 
around it. Beets should be caked 
a bit with dirt showing they have 
not been handled a great deal.

These advantages 
are many. In no ‘other way is 
South assured of reaching an of- 
fensive contract in which his team 
is virtually guaranteed a holding of 
eight trumps. It is extremely un- 
likely that North, for his forced 
response, will have no four card 
length except in the opponent's 
suit. Thus, by overcalling with 
four no trump, South kills two 
birds with one bid: (1) he guards 
against the nonvulnerable oppo- 
nents playing the hand (doubled), 
and possibly raking in eight or nine 
tricks, and (2) he definitely discov- 
ers the best trump suit at which 
his side can buy the contract.

North-South passed up a lay- 
down slam on this deal and, the mo- 
ment the play was over, a “blame 
fixing” argument broke out. 

It seems to me that there can be 
no real doubt as to the guilty party 
being South. North made a free no 
trump bid over West’s one heart; 
he gave a free diamond raise over 
the two hearts; and, most signifi- 
cant, he made a four heart cue bid 
over South's four clubs. His five 
diamond bid was only a “prefer- 
ence,” but in my opinion, the values 
he announced in his three previous 
bids should have appeared suffi- 
cient for South, in view of his own 
strength, to bid the slam. 

South argued that none of North’s 
bids indicated the all-important 
king of clubs, to solidify South's 
suit, and that other values, in 
spades, for example, would not have 
been so usable. This was a very 
superficial bit of reasoning. If 
North lacked the club king, he cer- 
tainly would have to hold the 
spade ace to justify his bids, and 
in that case a doubleton club or 
the club jack would give South an 
equally good play for the slam. 
South simply failed to visualize the 
top cards and distribution North 
must have to back up his strong 
bidding.

December—Its Name Was Almost 
Amaxzonius! 

“Shout now! the months with loud 
acclaim, | 

Take up the cry and send it forth; 

May breathing sweet her spring 
perfumes, 

November thundering from the 
North. 

With hands upraised, as with one 
voice, 

They join their notes in grand ac- 
cord; 

Hail to December! say they all, 

It gave to Earth our Christ the 
Lord!” ; 


Because it was midway between 
autumn and spring, the ancient 
Saxons called December mid-win- 
ter-monath. 

The growth of Christianity 
among the Saxons is dated by the 
cireumstance that December also 
was called by many of them Heligh- 
monath, Holy month, in allusion to 
its being the birth month of Christ. 

As in so many other places, the 
Romans inch into this picture; for 
the name we know it by is after 
the Latin numeral decem, 10, De 
cember having been the _ tenth 
month, according to the early Ro- 
man calendar which began with 
March. 

Now it comes to pass that the Ro- 
man Emperor Commodus, desiring 
to flatter his mistress who had 
been portrayed in a painting as an 
Amazon, decreed that December 
should thereafter be called Ama- 
zonius; and so it might have been 
known to this day had not the peo 
ple refused stubbornly, to have any 
of this innovation, but clung tena- 
ciously to December; and so it has 
survived into our own times.

One-fourth pound dried apricots.

Wash ap- 
ricots, soak for one-half hour in 
enough water to cover (about one 
and one-half cups), then simmer 
for 10 migutes. Peel, core and slice 
washed apples. Put apple slices on 
top of the apricots, cover and sim- 
mer until the apples are tender, 
about 10 to 15 minutes. _Thorough- 
ly mix the sugar with the fruits 
and simmer 2 minutes longer.
